sa.ssination is a dastardly act anywhere. 
In this nation it was hoiied that as a 
means of setUin<j: 
political 
animosities, 
this weapon was a thinj^: of the past, to 
])C used in foreign countides where such 
Climes are common. 
Huey Long had a brilliant mind, per­ 
sonal 
magnetism 
and 
indominatable 
courage. 
His constant |)olitical controver­ 
sies in his home state almost always ended 
in his favor, and his rise to the United 
States senate w*as marked by great ener­ 
gy and shrewdness. 
His enemies, and he 
made many, conceded his astuteness of 
mind and fighting spirit. 
But Long's desire for power, \vhich car­ 
ried him to political dictatorship of Louis­ 
iana, and his growing dislike for the na­ 
tional administration, made him a ruth­ 
less figliier in recent months. 
He lived a 
life he knew to be in jeojardy, and con­ 
stantly was aware of the dangers his ac­ 
tivities thrust about him. 
For that reason 
whenever lie \vas wliei;e he believed per­ 
sonal attack might be made lie liad a 
bodyguard. 
Thi.s 
precaution,

failed to save him. 
Senator Long’s last great fight— the fu­ 
tile liattle for life against an assassin’s 
bullet— illustrates the courage and deter­ 
mination that marked his amazing career.

Everybody knows that automo­ 
biles consume wealth and that the faster 
they are driven the more rapidly they 
consume w^ealtli. 
Another thing about high speed is that 
the driver lacks the control he needs in 
an emergency.

The more we read the daily press inter­ 
views wliich 
Senator 
Jam es Pinckney 
Pope is giving out in Europe, the more we 
regret his having interrupted his services 
as mayor of Boise, Idaho, for the distant 
pastures of the senate and the committee 
on foreign relations. 
The senator last week was quoted in 
Paris as saying the United Stales \vould 
be obliged by pi'ecedents in Nicaragua, 
China and elsewdiere to protect the newly 
granted Ethiopian concession to Am eri­ 
can oil interests. 
He also said that our 
recent declaration of neutrality w^as “ of 
little value,” that w’e must “ eventually 
join Great Britain if she went to w ar” 
against Italy. 
It is the .senator’s view that the United 
States should “ cooperate” with other na­ 
tions, however that may be done, to pre­ 
vent the outbreak of war. 
He has been 
giving Europe his personal assurance that 
the United States is as much interested in 
the League of Nations as is any other na­ 
tion. 


Senator Pope was passing out such in­ 
formation to a delighted European press 
before his colleagues adjourned in W ash ­ 
ington, and there was talk of a senate 
resolution to repudiate his remarks. Ho\v- 
ever, the senatoi’s knew they were of no 
weight, and Senator Pope himself knows 
and says that his interviews are merely 
the opinions of an individual, and his fel­ 
low citizens understand. 
But how about 
Europe ? 
Newspapers 
abroad 
seem 
to 
regard 
him as a subject for serious comment. 
Prem iers and ministers of foreign affairs 
recognize him as a distinguished Am er­ 
ican and find time to talk to him. W hen 
lie gets home, he says, he is going to tell 
the President all about it. 
Under the circumstances, a foreigner 
miglit be iiardoned for failure to compre­ 
hend.
